Thepost office is 
cluttered up with’these volumes, 
every one of which weighs over 
a pound," and the letter carriers 
are weighted down with theni 
on their rounds. The rural mail 
deliverers, too, are finding their 
duties somewhat ~ more than 
doubled for a few days in the
